Applicants' representative (Chris Maiorana) and Examiner 
Hoye and Examiner Boccio held a telephone interview on August 2, 
2005. Claim 1 was discussed. An agreement was reached involving 
an amendment to claim 1 that would overcome the art of record. 
Similar amendments have been made to the various other independent 
claims. The Examiner agreed to update the search. Applicants' 
representative agreed to file an RCE. 
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CLAIM REJECTIONS UNDER 35 U,S,C. 5103 

The rejection of claims 1-5, 7-10, 24 and 25 under 35 
U.S.C. §103 (a) as being unpatentable over O'Connor '667 in view of 
Yonemitsu et al '840 (hereafter Yonemitsu) has been obviated by 
appropriate amendment and should be withdrawn. 

The rejection of claim 11 under 35 U.S.C. §103 (a) as 
being unpatentable over O'Connor and Yonemitsu in further view of 
Russo '383 has been obviated by appropriate amendment and should be 
withdrawn. 

The rejection of claims 14, 20, 22 and 27 under 35 U.S.C. 
§103 (a) as being unpatentable over O'Connor has been obviated by 
appropriate amendment and should be withdrawn. 

The rejection of claim 27 under 35 U.S.C. §103 (a) as 
being unpatentable over O'Connor in view of Official Notice has 
been obviated by appropriate amendment and should be withdrawn. 

The rejection of claims 15, 16, 18, 19, 21, 23, 28 and 29 
under 35 U.S.C. §103 (a) as being unpatentable over Thomason et al. 
'612 (hereafter Thomason) in view of Yonemitsu has been obviated by 
appropriate amendment and should be withdrawn. 

The independent claims have been amended in accordance 
with the agreement reached as outlined in the interview summary 
section . 

Accordingly, the present application is in condition for 
allowance.
